It’s Gas—Not Gold—Rush 


That Interests B.C. Now 


By RICHARD H. SYRING 
(CPC Correspondent) 

VANCOUVER, B.C. — Here in this 
westernmost province of Canada the 
big topic these days is gas—natural 
gas. 

Not since the days of the gold rush 
in the Yukon have British Colum- 
bians been so excited about the po- 
tential riches—business-wise that is 
—that natural resources would bring 
them. The fever also is shared by 
both the states of Washington and 
Oregon, below the international bor- 
der, 

All three are looking longingly at 
the natural gas fields in northern 
British Columbia and the nearby Al- 
berta, To the trio,, natural gas 
means more power; more power 
means more industries. 

At the moment, B.C., Washington 
and Oregon probably represent the 
largest populated area in North Am- 
erica without natural gas, The three 
have a population of 5,085,969, or a 
28.4 per cent, gain in the past 10 
years, That’s growing much faster 
than any of the other states. The 
best average they could show is 14.5 
per cent, 

Power supplies in Oregon and 
Washington haven’t kept pace with 
the population growth. So it’s to the 
ever-expanding gas fields that every- 
body is looking. A natural gas pipe- 
line would solve their troubles in a 
hurry, they believe. 

Some time soon, the Alberta gov- 
ernment is expected ot give the green 
light to one of two large companies 
wanting to lay a pipeline to this 
area, To date, the government has 
insisted that the proven supples are 
inadequate, 


However, hardly a day goes by that 
one of the scores of drilling compan- 
ies doesn’t bring in an oil and gas 
gusher, That, means Alberta reserves 
are continually getting larger. Mean- 
while, natural gas can come from 
wells even closer to home. 


Some 400 miles from here is the 
vast Peace river country, which ex- 
tends across the B.C.-Alberta border. 
There, the hunt for natural gas is 
taking on all fervor of a gold stam- 
pede, Pacific Petroleums Ltd. has 
drilled five wells, Norman Whitall, 
board chairman, believes that once 
adequate reserves are established, a 
line can be laid in 15 months. 

J. G. Gorsoe, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the British American Oil 
company, Ltd., says wells being drill- 
ed by B.A. and Shell Oil company 
“may be among the biggest gas pro- 
ducers in North America.” There al- 
ready is ample proof that this might 
be so, A few miles away, Hudson’s 
Bay Oil and Gas company’s Union 
North Tangent No. 1 spewed gas at 
the rate of 25 to 50 mition feet daily 
for 47 days until it was brought un- 
der control. That was enough gas 
to have cared for all of Vancouver's 
needs for 222 days. 

Scores of companies are not only 
seeking gas but oil. Since last sum- 
mer, the interest in B.C. oil lands, 
first started in 1947, has been reviv- 
ed. Thirty-four companies and 20 in- 
dividuals have taken out petroleum 
and gas expiration permits in B.C, 

Here's how the fever has caught 
on. A huge map on the wall of the 
office of J. D. Lineham, assistant 
controller of B.C.’s petroleum and 
natural gas, shows that more than 
11 million acres are under lease. 


That's out of an estimated 37,325,000 
acres where gas and oil might be 
possibly found,

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{Landscape Of Korea Much 


Like That Of Canada 


Botanist Finds Many Flowers And 


Vegetables 


Same As At Home 


(By Bill Boss, Canadian Press Staff Writer) 


Korea may offer ‘‘something 
ordinary soldier, 


new, something different” to the 


But the botanist in uniform — such as Capt. 


Murray Edwards of Kelowna, B.C.—finds he might almost as well 
have stayed at home, as far as his hobby is concerned. 


Edwards, 31-year-old quartermast- 
er for the 2nd Battalion Princess Pa- 
tricia’s Canadian Light Infantry in 
Korea, since last spring has been col- 
lecting specimens of wild and culti- 
vated flowers growing alongside the 
paths of his military duties. 

All but two or three of the blos- 
soms collected, he says, are duplicat- 
ed in his Canadian collection at home. 

Last spring he gathered and press- 
ed 18 types of Korean spring flowers, 
all but two or three of which were 
found in Canada, Since then he has 
added to the collection—at the mo- 
ment reposing between the pages of 
several books in his tent—17 more 
varieties. 

He also has identified and made 
notes on 14 types of vegetable known 
in Canada that are grown in Korea, 
and seven common fruits. 

He also can lecture—with photo- 
graphic illustrations—on the art of 
building a Korean house. 

Commonest wildflowers found by 
the Q.M. are “New England” asters, 


tiger lilies, daisies, snowballs, lupins | 


and vetch, They grow mainly on the 
cultivated hillsides, on the lower 
stretches of ground above the culti- 
vation level, 

The vetch, a member of the pea 
family and in Canada used as a cat- 
tle food when mixed with hay, is 
used as a textile here. The vine is 
treated and processed into a course 
cloth—used principally for mourning 
—and is similar to unbleached flax 
or muslin. 

Lupins develop into bushes here. 
A rarity in the daisy family is the 
black-eyed susan. 

The cultivated varieties, found 
mainly in abandoned gardens, include 
many that might be found in any 
garden back home—Canterbury bell, 
morning glory, peony, gladiolus, 
sweet pea, cocks’ comb, sunflower, 
portulaca, hemp flower, 100-day zin- 
nia, golden glow, cosmos and hibis- 
cus. 

The hibiscus is the Korean national 
flower; appearing as a common motif 
in building ornamentations and in 
native art. A flowering bush, its pale 
purple flower with a plum-red cen- 
tre, it is common in Canada, 

Staple cereals are rice, barley, rye 
}and wheat, 


| The rice seedlings were transplant- 
}ed by hand into the flooded paddies 


|during July and now stand about one 
| foot high. The paddies, kept under 
j}about two inches of water by sys- 
|tems of irrigation sluices that draw 
on reservoirs in the hills, look well 
in their thick, yellow-green coat, 


Vegetables here include the cucum- 
ber, squash, pumpkin, yarrow and 


soya bean. There are tomatoes, on- 
lions and lettuce—‘“out of bounds” to 
| Allied troops because grown in fields 
fertilized with human manure and 
with the consequent danger of bac- 
terial infection. 

Koreans grow their several varie- 


ties of beans—similar to Canada’s 
string beans —in cornfields between 
the rows of cornstalks. Canadians 
now call the patches combining the 
two growths “fields of succotash.” 

There also is the sponge cucumber 
which, dried, is used as a dish-clean- 
er, 

Ground fruits include the water- 
melon, the honey-dew melon and the 
cantaloupe, while tree-grown varie- 
ties are the cherry, the pear, the ap- 
ple, the crabapple and the plum, The 
plums, already on the market, are 
delicious, 

Troops buy them at 6,000 won 
($1.15) a measure, which is more 
than one peck. For their evening 
snacks they also buy tomatoes at 
about the same price. 

The melon crops are valuable, and 
while the fruit is ripening—most of 
it is in by mid-August—the farmers 
build small straw-thatched shacks on 
stilts in their fields and guard them 
against thieves,

Don't Throw 


Many football victories are actually | 
(ost rather than won. By this, we 
mean the losing team hands the ball- 
game to its opponents on a platter, 
usually through fumbles, 

Frank Leahy, coach of the Fight- 
ing Irish at Notre Dame, has an ex- 
planation for this. He says that! 
“tight hands’? cause more losses in 
football than anything else. By this, 
Leahy is referring to the fact that 
one of the great secrets of ball handl- 
ing (taking the ball from the guar- 
terback, catching kicks or passes) is 
loose, relaxed hands, 

The phrase “tight hands” means 
that the fingers and wrists are stiff 
and rigid. The ball is very likely to 
bounce when it is received, and the) 
result is a fumble, or at least’ mo- 
mentary loss of control which ruins 
the split-second timing necessary to| 
the success of a play. Tight hands 
are a common fault of young foot- 
ball players and even some older 
ones, 

How can relaxation be developed? 
One good way, of course, is plenty 
of practise at handling the ball dur- 
ing which the athlete concentrates 
on keeping loose. This includes ses- 
sions of throwing the ball around 
with a pal. Most good coaches in- 
clude ball-handling practice at every 
workout. This does little good, how- 
ever, unless the ball carrier concen- 
trates on keeping relaxed. 

Frank Clair, coach of the Toronto 
Argonauts, Dominion Football Cham- 
pions, who played professional foot- 
ball with Washington Redskins, used 
to carry a football with him every- 
where he went while in high school, 
just to get the “feel” of it. Of course, 
he didn’t take it to classes, but he 
usually had one under his arm at 
other times. 

Catch that ball as if it was an egg 
which will break if not treated gen- 
tly.

The beetle, according to the scien- 
tists, attacks only seasoned soft-| 
woods, particularly structural wood 
in buildings.

Stamp To Be 
On Display 


TORONTO, Ont.—The rarest and 
most valuable stamp in the world, 
for which offers of more than $60,- 
000 have been refused, will be on dis- 
play at the Canadian International 
Stamp Exhibition in the Automotive 
Building, Toronto, it has just been 
announced. by V. G. Greene, president 
of the sponsoring organization. 

Bhis- exhibition, which will be offi- 
cially opened by the Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, will commemorate 
the 100th anniversary of Government 
issued postage stamps in Canada as 
well as the 100th anniversary of 
Postal Administration. 

The world’s rarest philatelic gem, 
an 1856 British Guiana one cent 
stamp, is said to be the only British 
Empire stamp missing from the fa- 
mous collection of His Majesty King 
George VI. It was found in 1873 by 
a young collector, L, Vernon Vaugh- 
an, while searching through family 
papers at his home in British Guiana 
and was sold to a neighbour for only 
six shillings. 

Despite intensive searchings by 
philatelists and stamp collectors all 
over the world, no other copies of 
the 1856 British Guiana one cent 
stamp have ever been discovered. 

Some of the greatest and most rare 
collections of stamps from the four 
corners of the globe, including a por- 
tion of the famous collection of His 
Majesty King George VI, will be on 
display at the Canadian International 
Stamp Exhibition.

Britons Plan 


To Conquer 
Mt. Everest 


py 
lountain From New 
Direction—Travel Lightly 


LONDON.—A party of British 
mountaineers is plannin to 
sneak up on unconquered Mount 
Everest this fall from a new di- 
rection. Daring, hope and a few 
new ideas are their allies. 

They realize they have only a slim 
chance of climbing to the top of the 
world’s tallest mountain, But if all 
goes well, they may make the con- 
quest of the 29,000-foot Himalayan 
peak easier for some future expedi- 
tions, 

Leader of the party is fair-haired 
Eric Shipton, 43, veteran of three 
previous Everest attempts, who said 
recently: 

“One day Mount Everest will be 
climbed . . . it may be achieved at 
the next attempt. There may be an- 
other 20 failures.” 

Shipton’s party, approaching 
through Nepal, will move up the 
south side of Everest in virtually- 
uncharted territory. 

The climb will be attempted in 
October and November at the end of 
the monsoon season. Previous tries 
were made in May and early June 
before the warm monsoon winds 
thawed the snow and started ava- 
lanches, 


The party will travel light, with- 
out even a radio or oxygen. The 
climbers will use nylon ropes for the 
first time and will shelter in light- 
weight tents of a new design. 

Shipton said the party hopes to 
resist fatigue better if it is not bur- 
dened with masses of equipment. 


Dumb Blonde 
Still Has Chance 
For Marriage 


CHICAGO.—The dumb blonde 
has just as good a chance of 
grabbing a husband early as 
smarter girls, a psychologist 
said, 

That goes for dumb brunettes 
and redheads too, said Dr. George 
K. Bennett, president of the 
Psychological Corporation, New 
York, 

He told the American Psycho- 
logical Association, opening a 
six-day convention, that aptitude 
tests given to high school sen- 
iors can do a good job of predict- 
ing what kind of work the boys 
and girls are most likely to suc- 
ceed in. 

But the tests “just do not pick 
out the girl who is going to get 
married early. Test scores re- 
corded by the girls who later 
got married show no pattern 
whatever, They vary widely, 
and average near the average 
for all the high schools girls.” 

“We might draw the conclu- 
sion that the traditional ‘dumb’ 
blonde—and this applies to the 
brunette and redhead as well— 
has neither a better nor a poorer 
chance of finding a husband 
guickly than does her sister of 
greater skills and intellectual at- 
tainments.” 

Other findings were: 

Boys who later became medi- 
cal students rated higher as a 
group on all of eight tests, espe- 
cially in verbal reasoning, nu- 
merical ability, spelling and 
grammar, 

Most of those students now 
seeking college degrees scored 
higher in knowledge of words 
and mechanics of English,
